Methodists Ask U. S. 


to Free All Objectors 


Harvey, ill., Aug. 10—(AP) — 


President Truman has been asked 
by the Lexington conference of the 
Methodist church to grant imme- 
diately a general amnesty "to all 
conscientious objectors and other 
war resistors" imprisoned for al- 
leged violation of the Selective 
Service act. 


A letter to the president fol- 


lowed an unanimous vote yeater- 
d-y by the conference, which in- 
cludes churches in Illinois. Min- 
nesota, Wisconsin, Michigan and 
Indiana. 


The letter said that imprison- 


ment of conscientious objectors 
and other war reistors was "para- 
doxical in light of the fact that 
amnesty has hcpn granted to po- 
plit'cal prisoners'in every country 
in the world, including Germany, 
Japan and Italy."

The six horse hitch is 
an unusual and interesting at- 
traction and the horses are at- 
tired in snecinl hand built harness, 
which is the handiwork of Tommy 
Tumlin of the Dixon _,eather Shop, 
one of the few active harness 
makers in northern Illinois.

Molotov Walks Out 


on Paris Meeting;

Paris, Aug. 10.—(AP)—Soviet 


Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
stalked out of a session of the 
Paris peace conference today as 
Premier Constantin Tsaldaris ot 
Greece mentioned the 
Russian 


diplomat by name and waved a 
manuscript in his general direc- 
tion during heated debate on the 
question of whether to invite Al- 
bania to the conference. 


Molotov left the chamber in 


similar fashion yesterday when 
Tsaldaris was speaking, as he was 
today, in opposition to the Yugo- 
slav proposal that Albania be in- 
vited to the peace negotiations 
with a "consultative" voice. 


Spurns Greek's Talk 


Molotov remained away thru- 


out the remainder of Tsaldaris 
address and the two translations 
of it which followed. 


At the time of Molotov's de- 


parture, Tsaldaris was declaring 
that the inviting- powers had not 
"wished to carry their generosity 
toward former enemies" too far, 


"They recognized the dangers 


of such a policy," he said. "Mr. 
Molotov- recalled that the other 
day in the rules committee in 
this fashion: "Impunity in such a 
case and the refusal to defend the 
legitimate rights of states whicn 
suffered from agression—there is 
something which has nothing in 
common with the interests of a 
just and durable peace and some- 
thing which can 
only 
benefit 


those who prepare new aggres- 
sions and follow their imperialis- 
tic rapacious ends."

Nineteen Horses Dead 


Eight automobiles parked by 


the structure were demolished as 
the plane 
ripped 
through 
the 


flimsy timber. 


Three of the twin-engined med- 


ium bombers were flying low over 
a grandstand packed with fair- 
goers when, eyewitnesses said, a 
wing from one of the planes ap- 
parently sheared off the tail of 
the other. The third plane swung 
away, undamaged. 


One of the planes burst into 


flame and crashed into the horse- 
barn, filled with racehorses . The 
other sped crazily on, flaming as 
it dug into the earth a mile away. 


The barn flared and the screams 


of burning horses brought near- 
panic to the crowd, averted by 
Army and civilian personnel. Sev- 
enteen of the animals perished in 
the flames, and two others were 
so badly injured they were de- 
stroyed.

Bilbo Reveals His 


Klan Membership 


in Air Interview 


Not in Sympathy With It 


on All Points; Senator 


Tells Newsmen 


Washington, Aug. 10.—(AP)— 


Sen. Theodore "The Man" Bilbo 
(D-Miss) told a nation-wide radio 
audience last night that he is a 
member of tfoe Ku.Klux Klan al- 
though "not in sympathy with 
some of the things in it." 


"I am a member of the Ku Klux 


Klan No. 40, called the Bilbo Klan 
No. 40, Mississippi," the senator 
said in answer to a question by 
Lawrence Spivak of the American 
Mercury. 


"I attended one meeting and 


have not attended it since, be- 
cause I was not in sympathy with 
some of the things in it," he ad- 
ded. 


Bilbo declared he could get Klan 


support now because "no man can 
leave the Klan. He takes an oath 
not to do that. Once a Ku Klux, 
always a Ku Klux."

Under questioning by Spivak, 


Bilbo declared that "I am not in- 
formed that the Ku Klux Klan as 
I know it is seeking to undermine 
the government." 


Condemns "Lynch Law" 


He said he was "not advised" 


what the Klan stands for at pres- 
ent but "I heard Gov. Talmadge 
tell some newspaper last Friday 
night, they could find 
out all 


about it by consulting Gov. Arnaii 
of Georgia. He is a member and 
received a plaque award as a 
member." 


He said the Klan would not, 


however, support Arnail because 
"no traitor of the organization, or 
any Klan. ever got any support." 


Bilbo denied that he believed in 


"lynch law" and said that in eight 
years as governor of Mississippi" 
I did everything in my power to 
do away with lynch law in my 
state."

Chinese Ambush 


Train and Guards 


Peiping, China, Aug. 10.—(AP) 


—Four United States Marines last 
night held off approximately 50 
Chinese who ambushed a coal train 
guarded by a Marine detachment. 
Marine 
headquarters announced 


today. 
No Marines were injured, 


but two Chinese casualties were 
reported. 


The armed Chinese band deto- 


nated charges which derailed the 
engine and eight cars of a 25-car 
coal train on the Peipyig-Mukden 
i-ailroad about three miles north 
of Lutai, which is some 60 miles 
northeast of Tientsin. 


The coal traiji was bound from 


Kuyph to Tanku, a port due east 
of Tientsin. The Chinese opened 
fire on the caboose immediately 
after the explosions, the»Marine 
announcement 
said. Four 
Ma- 


rine guards riding in the caboose 
returned the fire. 


Air reconnaissance this morning 


showed four coal cars were demol- 
shed and about 30 feet of track 
destroyed. 


Observers here said the attack- 
rs undoubtedly were Communists. 
High g o v e r n m e n t 
officials 


warned shortly after the July 29 
clash at Anping that the United 
States could expect further Com- 
munist attacks on Marines in 
STorth China. That ambush, and 
:he kidnaping of seven Marines a 
'ortnight earlier, they termed the 
Deginning of a concerted attempt 
by Communists to force the Ma- 
rines out of China.

Britain Will Warn 
World Immigration 


of Jews Must Stop 


London, Aug. 10—(AP) — An 


authoritative 
Whitehall 
source 


said today Britain 
would warn 


the world next week that ships 
of any nation, suspected of carry- 
ing illegal 
Zion-seeking immi- 


grants from Europe, may be in- 
tercepted, searched and arrested 
by units of the Royal navy. 


The warning will come in an 


official cabinet statement on Pal- 
estine policy which will outline 
plans to effect a European clamp- 
down on illegal Jewish immigra- 
tion. 


A spokesman at a foreign office 


news conference today said he 
could not comment on the re- 
ported British intention to inter-

Jews will cause trouble. If they 
let it continue there will be trou- 
ble with the Arabs, and it must 
come within weeks." 


This authority expressed belief

Washington, Aug. 10—(AP)— 


An Agriculture department report 
forecasting 
the largest crop of 


food and feed grains in the coun- 
try's history opened the way today 
for heavier than expected produc- 
tion of ivestock products. 


Corn and wheat crops far out- 


stripping 
previous records, to- 


gether with large crops of oats and 
barley, were indicated on the basis 
of conditions prevailing Aug. 1. 


If these grains turn out as now 


forecast, farmers would have the 
most liberal feed supply per farm 
animal in history. 


Predict New Record 


A few months ago, when grain 


supplies were insufficient to meet 
demands of hungry areas abroad 
and to maintain a high level of 
livestock production in this coun- 
try, the government called upon 
farmers to produce fewer hogs and 
chickens and to sell meat animals 
at lighter weights. 


The department's August crop 


report issued yesterday said this 
year's aggregate production of 
crops promises to be unprecedent- 
ed—3 per cent above the 1942 rec- 
ord and 27 per cent above the 
1923-32 average. 


Major -contributions would in- 


clude record crops of corn, wheat, 
tobacco, peaches, plums and truck 
crops; near-record crops of oats, 
rice, 
peanuts, 
potatoes, 
pears, 


grapes, cheries, and sugarcane; 
and average or better crops of hay, 
soybeans, dry peas, prunes, apri- 
cots, anu sugar beets. 


Smaller than average crops were 


indicated only for cotton, rye, 
grain sorghums, dry beans, buck- 
wheat, and sweet potatoes. 


Huge Wheat Crop 


Particularly pleasing to officials 


is the prospect of a wheat' crop of 
1.160,366,000 bushels, about 37,- 
000,000 bushels more than last 
year's record. 
This may permit 


easing of restrictions on the .grind- 
ing of flour lor domestic consump- 
tion and possibly some increase in 
allocations of grains for whiskey. 


The department predicted a corn 


crop of 3,496,820,800 bushels. Thfs 
compares with the record 1944 
crop of 3,203,000.000 bushels and 
with last year's 3,018,000,000. 


The crop would exceed this fore- 


cast by upwards of 200,000,000 
bushels if the relationship between 
the August estimate and the final 
estimate bears the same relation* 
ship of the last ten years between 
the August and final figures. 
In 


this ten-year period, the August 
estimate has averaged about 5.6 
per cent below the final. Officials 
said this difference reflected a 
series of unusually favorable crop- 
growing Augusts.

The 30 per cent increase was 


granted, OPA said, because ex- 
porters' prices for skins have 
climbed sharply. 


Despite the leather price in- 


creases, OPA said it has no inten- 
tion of reversing its stand against 
higher prices for domestic pro- 
ducers of raw hides.

war areas, as far as possible from 
military objectives and industrial 
centers, where life and education 
could go on while menfolk sought 
to destroy each other. 


Oases of Peace 


A strikingly similar idea comes 


from 48 members of the Swiss 
parliament, who have suggested

tional conferences, the creation on 
all continents of "oases of hu- 
manity" consisting of whole neu- 
tralized countries 
where 
people 


of all nationalities 
could 
seek 


refuge during wars. The proposal 
in the form of a public appeal, 
says "thinking humanity iS more 
and more convinced that the end 
of the lant war has not brought.
